ABOUT OUR DIOCESE 


The Archdiocese of St. Louis is 178 parishes encompassing the City of St. Louis and 10 
surrounding counties — a large and diverse territory: urban, suburban and rural. 


Our local church has been declining for several decades as older Catholics die and 
there are insufficient number of young Catholics to take their place. 


This is best exemplified by the significant decline in the number of births and baptisms in 
our diocese. 


As our Catholic population has moved from the city to the near suburbs and from the 
near suburbs to the farther out suburbs, this has resulted in too few priests in large 
parishes and too many priests in small parishes. 


Our diocesan priests are aging and number of priests to serve our Catholic population is 
declining. 


Over the past decade, Mass attendance has been on a steady decline. The long-term 
implications of COVID are unknown, but the rebound in Mass attendance from 2020 to 
2021 still leaves us 25% below pre-COVID levels.

OUR PRIESTS ARE AGING 


35% of our diocesan priests (74 
priests) serving in parishes are 65 
years of age or older. 


These 74 priests could retire in the 
next 10 years. 


Though priests' retirement age is 75, 
the average of retirement for our 
diocesan priests has been 71. 


By 2026, we will have fewer diocesan 
priests to serve in parishes than the 
number of parishes we have. 


Our largest parishes will still need to 
be served by 2-3 priests.

* The planning area is in the Counties of St. Charles, Lincoln and Warren. The 
geography of this area is defined by Interstate 70, Highway 61, Routes 79 and 47 
and the Missouri River to the east. 


e It is made up of parishes from the northern portion of St. Charles deanery with the 
addition of Holy Rosary from the Washington deanery. There are 9 territorial 
parishes and 7 elementary schools. Currently there are 8 diocesan priests 
assigned to this group. 


* Distances between parishes are typically 10 to 15 miles with the exception of St. 
Paul, St. Joseph and St. Theodore, which are within 5 miles of each other.

* Total population in the planning area in the 2020 census was up 20% from 2010, 
continuing the rapid growth from the previous decades. This is the fast growing 
planning area.

e Median household income in the area is $68,543, which is above the archdiocesan 
average of $60,700.

OUR PLANNING AREA CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
ENROLLMENT IS INCREASING 


The seven elementary schools in this planning area enrolled 1,142 children in 2021, 
up 17% from 5 years ago. Four of the seven schools have less than 200 students. 


Some schools draw heavily from outside their parish boundaries. 


The number of students going to Catholic elementary schools from the parishes in 
the planning area is 1,005. 


There are 442 students enrolled in PSR in 2021, down 21% from 5 years earlier.

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* One of five parishes in Lincoln County, Sacred Heart 
parish was founded in 1891. Lincoln County had the 
fastest percent growth in population between the 
2010 and 2020 census of any county in the 
archdiocese. There are three main highways into 
Lincoln County, and Highway 61 through Troy is the 
most travelled and thus growth to this area has been 
the greatest in the past few decades. In fact, since 
the last census, the Sacred Heart area was the 9th 
fastest growing area of all parish areas in the 
archdiocese. The parish celebrates a weekend Mass 
each week in the Spanish language. 


The parish has 1365 households and 253 children in 
the parish school. 


The current parish church was opened in 1997 and 
seats 630. Sacred Heart has its own cemetery that is 
located in another part of town. 


ABOUT OUR PARISH 


* Population growth has been strong but slower than the two previous decades. 


* The growth in parish membership may have peaked and begun to decline 
slightly. There is a slight decline in baptisms and school enrollment, and a 
more rapid decline in PSR enrollment. 


* Offertory has been stable with growing reserves, but the parish investment in 
the parish school is much higher than recommended. 


OUR PARISH AREA HAS SEEN STRONG GROWTH BUT 
SLOWER THAN THE PREVIOUS TWO DECADES 


e This is the 9'^ fastest growing parish area in the diocese from 2010 
to 2020, but growth did slow from the two previous decades. 
Population is almost 3 times higher than in 1990. 


* Median household income is $63,900 which is just higher than the 
archdiocesan average of $60,700. 


e 13% of the resident population is Catholic which is below the 
archdiocesan average of 18%.

This means that slightly more Catholic 
households leave the boundaries to 
affiliate elsewhere than come into the 
parish from outside the boundaries. 


The 10* largest parish territory in the 
diocese means that most Catholic 
households will adhere to the 
boundaries for practical reasons. The 
8096 and 7696 adherence statistics are 
far above the archdiocesan average of 
5996.
